Germany Will Cnpture Corea. 
Saw Krancisco, May l:.^ — From advioea 
received here by tlio steamer City of Pekin, 
it is learne<l that repri sentatives of a (Jer- 
man •ynilicat« have received a iroiu-ession 
from the Corenn governiiient to work tb. 
(old miue ill Feug Tang, and will loan tbe 
governinciit $S,ilO0,(hXI if necesnary. 

Three I'uitetl Htatos offloers are on tbeir 
way to Corea to organise a modern army 
there. This is a rich peninsula, and its peo- 
ole have with difflculty maintained their in- 
dependence against not only Chinese and 
Japanese on either side of them, but against 
European nations, which have long sighed 
for its mineral treasures, and made frequent 
incursions with a view to secure control of 
Corea. 

Within tbe livst five years, the Liberals of 
Corea, favoring intimate relations with out- 
tids nations, have become dominant, and 
now Oermany is the first to get a financial 
lever upon bar. Acquisition of territory 
baa become the mania of all tbe Europaaa 
powers, and they are rapidly obtaining OOB* 
trolofall African and Oriental ter ri toriM 
not able to withstand them.

Council last evening to make the levy for 
this year and bear grievances against tbe
